EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
The claims: 

In claim 1, insert -cellulosic — before the word "textile" in line 2. 
Claims 3 and 14 are cancelled. 

Response to Amendment 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Declaration, filed November 24, 2003, with respect to 
Claims 1, 2, 4-8 and 1 1-13 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

4. The rejection of claims 1,2, 4-8 and 11-12 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Fono (US 4,27,881 ) in view of Beckmann et al. (WO 98/03725) has 
been withdrawn upon consideration of the applicant's declaration. 

5. The rejection of claim 13 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fono (US 4,27,881) in view of Beckmann et al. (WO 98/03725) as applied to claims 1-8 
and 11-12 above, and further in view of Clip et al. (US 5,749,923) has been withdrawn 
upon consideration of the applicant's declaration. 
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6. The rejection of claims 5 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 112 is withdrawn in light of 
applicant's amendment to the claims and the examiner's amendment above. 

Reasons For Allowance 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 ,2,4-8 and 11-13 are allowed in light of applicant's declaration submitted 
November 24, 2003. Applicant's have shown unexpected and surprising results of the 
instant process compaired to the process taught by Fono et al. (US 4,27,881). 
Although, Fono et al. teach stripping dyes from textile fabric, the prior art disclosure is 
silent as to the integrity of the fibers after the removal of the color. None of the prior art 
of record teach a process for controlled partial decolorization of vat or sulfur - dyed 
cellulosic textile material with a compound of formula I as recited by the instant claim 1 .
